He 
completed  the  course  in  Blacksmith  and  came  to  Statesboro  in  1 907  where 
he  worked  at  his  trade.  He  married  Roxie  Bell  Millen  in  1908.  In  this 
union,  four  boys  and  three  girls  were  born. 


During  the  years  he  lived  in  Statesboro.  Mr  Butler  established  himself 
as  a  leading  citizen  in  religious  and  civic  affairs.  Space  in  this  book  will  not 
permit  us  to  list  his  many  outstanding  contributions. 


Mr,  Butler  died  on  January  21.  1952,  and  since  that  time  the  City  of 
Statesboro  has  commemorated  his  name  by  naming  its  only  Negro  Housing 
Project  for  him.  To  Mr.  Butler,  we  say  "Rest  in  peace",  your  name  will 
live  on. 


The  Reverend  W.  D.  Kent  was  born  is  Screven  County  May  14,  1909. 
He  came  to  Statesboro  and  established  an  auto  repair  business.  He  married 
Elise  Joyce  in  1932  and  they  have  a  bov.  presently  in  .service,  and  a  daughter 
now  at  Spellman  College  in  Atlanta,  Ga,  Reverend  Kent  was  ordained  in 
1939  and  is  Pastor  of  First  A  B.  Church.  His  educational  background  in- 
cludes volidation  of  high  school  work  at  Savannah  State  College.  Reverend 
Kent  todav  is  one  of  our  most  respected  men  in  religious  and  civic  affairs.  He 
is  an  untiring  worker  for  our  race  and  is  now  chairman  of  the  Trustee  Board 
of  our  school.
